CF “HOBO” TRANSPORTATION ON 
LINES IN CALIFORNIA 


SAN FRANCISCO—The Califor- 
‘nia Railroad Commission today 
sounded the death knell to “hobo” 
transportation in this State. 

Acting to halt increasing sabo- 
tage of bridges and other properties 
of railways. the Commission asked 
law enforcement agencies and rail 
managements to cooperate in bar- 
ring all trespassers from trains and 
rights of way. 

A letter issued to these agencies 
; by Justus F. Craemer, President of 
; the Commission, attributed several 
lof the recent acts of railway incen- 
diary sabotage in Southern Cali- 
fornia to enemies who, in the guise 
of hoboes had trespassed upon rail 
| property and equipment. 
| The letter continues, in part: 

“Under present employment con- 
ditions, it is obvious that any tres-

passer riding on a train, walking on 
rights of way. or unlawfully occupy- 
ing rail property elsewhere, should 
be viewed with extreme suspicion. 

“The present war emergency ne- 
cessitates extreme vigilance on the 
part of law-enforcement agencies 
of every city and county of the 
State to prevent such dastardly acts 
of sabotage. It is imperative that 
those individuals who are found 
guilty of these wanton acts of de- 
struction are prosecuted to the full- 
est extent of the law.

SACRAMENTO—For the first 
time in three years, California’s 
taxable gasoline sales are decreas- 
ing, according to the March figures 
announced today by R. E. Collins, 
Chairman of the State Board of 
Equalization. 

The March sales amounted to 
165,639,049 gallons on which the 
Board assessed a tax of $4,969,171.46. 
This represented a decrease of $38,- 
508.91, of .77 per cent under the 
income for the same month of the

Collins pointed out that the re- 
duction in the gasoline tax income 
for March was the first tangible re- 
sult of war-time restrictions placed 
on privatelysowned automobiles.

SAN FRANCISCO — California 
war employment has risen from 
150,000 workers to 425,000 
last sixteen months, according to 
Stuart O’Melveny of Los Angeles, 
Chairman of the Statewide Social 
Security Committee, in a report to 
the California State Chamber of 
Commerce, Board of Directors meet- 
ing here today. Preliminary esti- 
mates indicate that this number 
may have to be doubled within 
eighteen months or less, according 
to Mr. O'Melveny. 

After careful consideration, he 
said, the Chamber’s war labor sup- 
ply committee has concluded that 
the need for total mobilization of 
all American manpower and woman- 
power is now well established, but 
“the case of -total conscription of 
workers has not yet been made.” 

The Chamber’s Board of Direct- 
ors approved in principle a recom- 
mendation of its war labor supply 
committee that “unless and until 
conscription of labor becomes nec- 
essary, the Chamber will favor vol- 
untary mobilization for war labor 
needs, with maximum use of exist- 
ing employer, worker, and govern- 
mental agencies.”

ammunition, and that he will “pur- 
chase at my own expense a simple 
and suitable uniform of a type and 
kind later to be prescribed which 
I will wear when engaged upon 
military duties in the state militia.” 

The enrollment card provides that 
the militia will be called into ac- 
tive service “only in the event of 
an enemy attack by land or air 
upon the State of California and 
that in such event my service will 
be obligatory only within the con- 
fines of the county in which I am 
enrolled.” 

It is also provided that the en- 
listment will expire in the event of 
enlistment or induction in the 
armed services and that the enlist- 
ment also shall expire at the con- 
clusion of this war “as determined 
by proclamation of the government 
of the United States.”
